France. — The absence of Lord Normanby from the levee of the 
King of the French. on the occasion of the Montpensier arriage, 
has excited considerable attention. This has been explained by our 
ambassador in a note addressed to M. Guizot, stating the impos- 
sibliity, under existing circumstances, of his attending. any official 
congratulatory ceremony in honour of the marriage, but requesting 
a private audience of those members of the royal family who were 
absent from Paris at the time of his presentaiton at court in August 
last. Accordingly Lord Normanby was received by the Prince de 
Joinville and their Royal. Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of 
Montpensier in their private apartments at the Tuilleries. At the 
palace of St. Cloud, on Monday, the inscription of the marriage 
certificate ot the Duke and Duchess de Montpensier on the registers 
of the état-civil of the royal family, took place with all the usual 
formalities in the Salon de Mars. In addition to every branch of 
the family, all the grand dignitaries of the state, with the Spanish 
ambassador, and all the officers of the embassy, were present. 

The “ Siecle” publishes the following observations on the extraor- 
dinary amount of the sums granted to М. Guizot, minister for foreign 
affairs, for the traveiling expenses of persons attached to his depart- 
ment, supposed to be required in consequence of the marriage of the 
Duke de Montpensier :— 

By a royal ordinance, dated July 10., M. Guizot was allowed 280,000f. for ex- 
traordinary couriers and travelling expenses, and for extraordinary missions, 
250,000f. and 590.000f. ; altogether, 1,120,000f. This was tolerably well, if we 
consider that 750,000f. had already been voted by the Chamber of Deputies for a 
similar service, and it might have been expected that M. Guizot would have been 
satisfied. But no; by a royal ordinance, dated the 10th of October, he was 
granted 200,000f., and by another royal ordinance, dated the 25th of October, 
300,000f. ; and again, on the 7th of November, for unexpected expenses, 320,000f. 
Thus, within four months, M. Guizot has been allowed 1,900,000f., independent 
of 650,000f., 150,000f., and 600,000f. granted by the budget. That a grand line of 
politics requires a great expenditure was one of the maxims and the constant 
practice of Cardinal Richelieu. М. Guizot may certainly be compared to him in 
point of view of expense. 

The following is a portentous corollary on the recent conduct of 
Louis Philippe, as regards the Spanish marriages:—The Duke de 
Bordeaux is the legitimate heir of Charles X. to the crown of 
France. The “ Constitutionnel ” confirms the statement relative to 
the marriage of the Duke de Bordeaux with the sister of the Duke de 
Modena. The contract was signed by procuration at Modenaon the 
30th of October, and on the 3155 the marriage was published at 
Vienna, by order of the Emperor, who is first cousin to the princess, 
The future Duchess of Bordeaux is thirty years of age. Her fortune 
is estimated at 100,000,000f. (4,000,000/. British). The Duke of 
Bordeaux is twenty-six years of age. 

Russia. — We learn from St. Petersburgh, that the long talked of 
project of forming а railroad from that capital to Ballishpoot, on the 
Baltic, is about to be carried into execution by a company formed at 
St. Petersburgh. The government guarantees to the company 
44 per cent. on the capital actually expended in its completion. 
The same company has also obtained an authorisation to lay a rail- 
road between Cronstadt and St. Petersburgh, with a branch to Mos- 
cow. — Galignani. 

Brunswick. — At Brunswick, on the 30th ult., a grand banquet, 
at which there were 180 guests, was given in hovour of the Abbé 
Ronge. Many toasts were given, and among them one to Pope 
Pius IX., proposed by Pastor Beste, belonging to the orthodox 
Protestant tendency. In the evening Ronge was present at the 
burgher assembly, where he delivered a discourse in which he traced 
the development of German Catholicism in Silesia. He was loudly 
applauded. The galleries were filled with ladies. 

Prussia. — A letter from Berlin of the 3d states that М. Bodel- 
schwingh, the minister of the Interior, whose son has just keen killed 
in a duel, on his return to that city the day before, immediately re- 
paired to the King, and solicited as a favour the pardon of the ad- 
versary of his son in the duel, as well as the two seconds. The King 


accorded this request in the course of the day, and the three young | 


men were at once set at liberty, 

A letter from Weimar states that the Grand Duke of Saxe 
Weimar has opened to the public his cabinet of oriental coins and 
medals, which is the richest of its kind in Germany. In it are 
complete series of the coins struck under the forty different dynasties 
of Asia. 

The *‹ Post Ampt Gazette” of Frankfort states that a general 
union of the Italian Customs is talked of. 

We learn from Copenhagen that оп the Ist inst. the King of 
Denmark laid the first stone of the viaduct which will complete the 
railroad from Copenhagen to Rothschild. 

Ногглхр. — Tue Нааик, Noy. 9, — The “ Stadtz Courant” an- 
nounces that the ratifications of the commercial treaties, concluded 
on the 13th of September last, between the Netherlands and Russia, 
were exchanged on the 30th of October at St. Petersburg. 

We have already mentioned the heroic conduct of some Dutch 
sailors on the occasion of the shipwreck of the English ship, the 
Helen, Captain Orfour. We are now informed that, besides the 107. 
sterling granted by Lloyd's, the town of Yarmouth has sent, through 
the English consul at Rotterdam, the sum of 207. sterling, which has 
been distributed among the four Dutch sailors who saved the whole 
crew of the Helen. 

On the 30th ult., at nine o'clock, the inhabitants of Eger were 
alarmed by a report resembling thunder, accompanied by shaking of 
the houses and breaking the windows. The powder magazine, near 
the city, had been blown up. One of the officers of our garrison, 
who had the superintendence of the powder magazine, is said to have 
gone into it, and had scarcely shut the door behind him, when the 
whole building was blown up. Bricks, beams, and even iron doors 
w-re scattered (о a distance of above 300 feet. The dead body of the 
unfortunate officer was found dreadfullv mutilated, at the distance of 
rigoty paces, whereas the soldier on duty, with his sentry-box, was 
scarcely touched. 

staTisbon. — While Mademoiselle Cerito and M. Leon were em- 
barking their luggage on board a vessel moored near the quay a few 
days since, an accident occurred which was attended with serious loss 
to the fair danseuse and her caro sposo. A carriage containing their 
entire wardrobe and valuables was being transferred from the quay to 
the ship by means of a plank, when in some unaccountable manner 
it overturned, and was precipitated into the Danube. ‘The vehicle 
was taken from the river after some delay, but not before nearly 
every article was spoiled. А splendid cremona, belonging to St. 
Leon, was injured beyond possibility of repair. Malle. Cerito’s loss 
was very serious. 

Ах Orra Poprina.—The “ Fomento,” a Barcelona journal, con- 
tains an account of a monster olla podrida, distributed to the poor of 
that city, during the late festival in the Catalonian capital, in honour 
of the double marriage of the Queen and the Infanta. The various 
items cf its composition were, 1009 155. cf mutton, 403lbs. of tice, 
403105. of vermicelli, 13015. of peas, 40 fowls, 14018, of potatoes, 75 
Cibbages, and 3300 one-pound loaves; all these ingredients were 
boiled together in one vast cauldron, and we have no doubt the soup 
was both “thick and slab.” 

UNITED STATES AND MEXICO

a amer Caledonia reached Boston on the 20th ult., and that 
the news of the 4th had the expected effect of a rise in the corn and 
flour markets. Barrelled fluur rose in Boston between 50 and 75 
cents ree barrel in consequence of the high rates ruling on this side. 
indian corn advanced about 6 cents per bushel, and at this rise sales 
were refused. 

By these arrivals we learn that the American government have 
determined on а vigorous prosecution of the Mexican war. The 
government paper declares that General Almonte has been appointed 
president of Mexico ad interim, and Santa Anna generalissimo of 
the Mexican army, and he is represented as engaged in raising and 
organising troops, intending to take the fjeld in person in the north 

Santa Anna has addressed a letter to Almonte, the Mexican 
minister-of-war, in which, after a long stateme і r

by their warlike character, and by the dignity and enthusiasm which they have 


preserved of a free nation. The war is a necessity of immediate importance ; 
every day is an age of infamy. I cannot recede from the position which the 
nation has assigned me; I must go forward, unless I would draw upon myself 
the censure due to ingratitude for the favours with which I have been over- 
whelmed by my feilow-citizens; or unless I would behold her humbled and 
suffering under a perpetuation of her misfortunes. Your excellency will at once 
perceive how great an error I should commit in assuming the supreme magis- 
tracy, when my duty calls me to the fie!d to fight against the enemies of the 
republic. I should disgrace myself, if, when called to the post of danger, I 
should spring to that of power. Neither my loyalty nor my honour requires the 
abandonment of interests so dear to те. The single motive of my heart is to 
offer my compatriots the sacrifice of that blood which yet runs in my veins. 1 
wish them to know that I consecrate myself entirely to their service as a soldier 
ought to do, and am only desirous further to be permitted to point out the course 
by which Mexico may attain the rank to which her destinies call her. In march- 
ing against the enemy and declining to accept of power, I give a proof of the 
sincerity of my sentiments, leaving the nation her own mistress, at liberty to 
dispose of herself as she sees fit, Ж ж ж * That congress will soon 
row convene, and while I shall ‘be engaged іп the conflict, in armed defence of 
her independence, the nation will place such safeguards around her liberties as 
may best suit herself. If I should permit myself for a single moment to take 
the reins of government, the sincerity of my promises would be rendered ques- 
tionable, and no confidence could be placed in them. * ж ж ж The 
existing government has pursued a course with which the nation has shown 
itself content, and l have no desire to subvert it by taking its place. I feel 
abundant pleasure in remaining where I am, and flatter myself that the nation 
will applaud my choice. І shall joyfully accept such tasks as she shall continue 
to impose upon me; and while she is engaged in promoting the objects of 
civilisatien, I will brave every danger in supporting its benefits, even at the ex- 
pense of my existence. * ж ж

CONFLICT BETWEEN THE Ротлск ann WHITEBoys.—Between eight 
and nine o'clock on Wednesday night, ап armed party of twelve men, 
with their faces blackened, attacked the dwelling of John Piper, at 
Scart, within two miles of Rathkeale, in search of arms, when five of 
them entered, and succeeded in carrying offa gun. From this they 
proceeded to the residence of Mr. James Condon, adjoining the same 
townland, where they demanded admittance at the back-door, but 
were refused, that gentleman informing them, from one of the win- 
dows, that he had no firearms, at the same time adding that if they 
did not believe his word, to go to the front door, and he would allow 
them to satisfy themselves. They were observed by a small party 
of police then on patrol, consisting of four men, viz. constable 
Alfred, sub-constables Kairns, Sheahan, and Laurenson, who fol- 
lowed them across the fields, calling on them in the usual way to 
stand and surrender. The gang peremptorily refused, telling the 
police to go back, and at the same time, turning round, they dis- 
charged five shots at the constabulary; the constables returned the 
fire, and one of the gang fell, apparently wounded, but being raised 
by his associates, was carried over a ditch into an adjoining field. 
The other three policemen then loaded, and prepared to pursue the 
fugitives, who, in the interval, gained some ground, and as they re- 
treated, turned round occasionally, firing at their pursuers, fortunately 
without effect. After a good run the police closed with them as hey 
were crossing a high wall, and again fired, when a second man was 
observed to fall from the top, manifest'y wounded, as the stones were 
besmeared with blood, which was also discernible along the grass, 
It being a moonlight night, the police did not lose sight of the party, 
whom they chased into a haggard, where several stacks of corn were 
piled, behind which the Whiteboys took refuge; but the police, no- 
thing daunted, intercepted two of the Whiteboys, with whom they 
had a desperate combat, while the rest of the fellows fled in the con- 
fusion, and the police eventually overcame the two, who were made 
prisoners, after much difficulty, and handcuffed. Upon search, both 
were found armed with guns, and one of them had a very fine mili- 
tary sword attached to his girdle, which has since been identified by 
Mr. George Massy, of Creaves, as his property, and which was taken 
from that gentleman’s residence about a month since. Tne Rockites 
were brought inte Rathkeale Bridewell the same night, without 
being allowed to remove the disguise from their features. One of 
them received a bayonet wound in the breast during the struggle with 
the police, but the other sustained little injury. ‘The names of the 
parties are John Sheehy, a blacksmith, from Askeaton, and James 
O'Donnell, a farmer's son. Next morning the police searched the 
neighbourhood of the scene of action, and found two guns, which 
the rest of the party left behind in their precipitate retreat. Whilein 
the Bridewell on Thursday night, one of the prisoners attempted to 
commit suicide by cutting his throat with a piece of window glass, — 
Limerick Chronicle.

It has been also stated 
to us, that his lordship has raised his labourers’ wages, and that he 
gives them from 10s. to 12s. a week.

— At a meeting of the Galway 
Relief Committee on Friday. it was stated that the leader of a mob 
who attacked the house of Mr. Clements, county surveyor, on Mon- 
day, because һе had been refused work, had 25/. in his possession 
when taken by the police. А inember of the committee stated that 
а certain landlord issued tickets to the comfortable tenants on his 
estate, but refused them to the unfortunate under tenants; his ob- 
ject being tu afford the former greater facilities to pay him his rent. 

The reports from the country continue favourable. The markets 
still show a downward tendency, and prices of all kinds of provisions 
are becoming more reasonable: although, from the nature of the last 
advices from America, рег the Cambridge, there is reason to fear that 
speculators and jobbers here will not fail to reap some further ad- 
vantages from the reaction in the American produce markets.

Exrraorpinary КоввкЕҮ BY А younc FrencnwomaNn. — On 
Wednesday evening, the 27th ult., amongst the passengers brought 
by the up-train from Southampton to the terminus at Nine Elms, 
was a young Frenchwoman, fashionably dressed. ‘The young woman, 
who spoke English with difficulty, inquired for an hotel, and was 
taken by the servants of the railway company to the Railway Hotel, 
Upon being introduced to Mr. Howse, the landlord, she stated her 
name to be Mdle. Malvina Florentine de Saumarez. Having re- 
mained in the house some days, Mr. Howse questioned her as to her 
connections, and her reasons for remaining so long in London, but 
her answers were, if not at all times perfectly satisfactory, sufficient 
to lull suspicion. She represented her mother to bea lady living at 
Paris, and herself as a somewhat self- willed young creature. She 
had with hera valuable accordion, upon which she played superbly, 
and otherwise exhibited the fruits of an excellent musical educa- 
tion. On Saturday evening she went to Astley’s Theatre, and prior 
to starting to that place of amusement, produced a cheque оп the 
Fareham Bank for 991. 13s., the name of the drawer being Purkiss, 
which she requested Mr. Howse to get cashed. Mr. Howse stated 
that the readiest mode of obtaining cash for the cheque would be by 
giving it to one of the railway guards, who could present it at the 
bank it was made payable at. This Proposition did not accord with 
Mdlle. де Saumarez's views, and she replaced it in her pocket, saying 
that a day or two hence would do. About this time it was discovered 
that a cash box, containing upwards of 150/. in gold, two double 
sovereigns, and a cheque for 99/. 13s., had been stolen from the house 
of a shipbuilder living at Fareham. А reward of 20/. was offered for 
the apprehension of the thief and recovery of the property, and Mr. 
Gow, the superintendent of the Hants county constabulary, having 
obtained a clue to the probable retreat of the depredator, proceeded 
to London on Monday morning, and went over to the hotel. 
Seeing that Mdle. de Saumarez tallied with the description given 
of the supposed thief, immediately took her into custody. ‘The pri- 
soner threw herself upon her knees, and in the presence of the super- 
intendent, immediately gave the following extraordinary statement. 
That a few weeks since a gentleman brought her to England, and 
after remaining with her for a few days left her at Gosport, where 
she obtained apartments at a boarding-house. The family with 
whom she lodged showed her many kindnesses, and she was intro- 
duced to their cousin who resided at Fareham. Here she remained 
a week on a visit, and during that time saw the mother of her friend’s 
cousin give him fifty sovereigns from a cash-box, which she after- 
wards deposited between the sacking and bed of a bedstead. The 
prisoner added that she left the house and went to Southampton, 
where she purchased a cash box resembling the one she had seen, and 
returning with it, complained of her head-aching, and requested per- 
mission to lie down for an hour or so before she left Gosport. She 
then went to the room where she knew the cash-box to be deposited, 
and substituting the empty for the full one, succeeded in leaving the 
house without exciting any suspicion, She then went direct to the 
railway station, and choosing a first-class carriage, in which there was 
no other passenger, she broke open the box with a knife, and having 
abstracted the contents, threw the box out of the window. She said 
she had felt miserable ever since, and inclined to give herself up to 
justice. Upon being searched, the cheque and two double sovereigns 
were found upon her, and Mr. Howse, upon opening the bag, dis- 
covered it to contain 146/. in sovereigns. The money was given up 
to the superintendent, who started with the prisoner the same night 
for Fareham. On Tuesday she was taken before a magistrate, and 
remanded for the attendance of witnesses from London. 

ROBBING FROM THE "Гемрік Lisrary.—On Saturday it was dis- 
covered that the following audacious robbery was perpetrated in the 
library of the Middle Temple. About a week ago, a person pre- 
sented an order from the Queen’s printer to the Rev. Mr. Howlett, 
the librarian, for certain volumes of the Statutes, which were given 
him ; but some suspicion being excited, an inquiry was set on foot, 
and it was ascertained that the order was a forgery; and, further, 
that a similar and equally successful forgery had been perpetrated 
upon the Inner Temple, and the library of Bow Street police-court.

We extract the following from a work just published by that emi- 
nent statistical writer, Freiherr Von Reden (“4 Eisenbahn-Jarbuch 
fiir Bahn-beamte und Staats behorden ”):—

If we take the average year (between the most favourable and 
worst year) as a guide, the number of deaths in proportion to the 
number of persons conveyed, is greatest in England; then come 
Belgium, France, and Germany. From these and other tables, 
Freiherr Von Reden draws the conclusion, that the number of acci- 
dents from railways is comparatively small, and that travelling by 
railway is far less dangerous than by any other means of conveyance. 
In support of this assertion, he argues that “ in the above-mentioned 
states the number of deaths is, on an average, 1 on 33 to 45, or 2.2 to 
3 deaths on 100, or 100 deaths on every 3300 to 4500 souls. Of these 
2 to 3 per cent. are from violent causes, so that there are 2 deaths on 
every 3000, or 1 death on every 1500 souls from violent causes. 
Taking the most unfavourable proportion for deaths occasioned by 
railway accidents, namely the year 1845 in England, when about 200 
persons found their deaths on railways, they only amount to 0.033 
per cent. of the general amount of deaths, 1.1 per cent. of violent 
deaths, and 0.0008 of the population. 

River-bathing is by far more dangerous than travelling by railway. 
In 1843, seven, and 1844, four persons lost their lives at Berlin whilst 
bathing; whilst in the corresponding period only three persons were 
killed on the railways of the whole of Germany. In London alone, 
250 to 300 persons are killed yearly by being driven over or thrown 


out of carriages, whilst in the whole of Ецгоре fewer persans meet 


joined together. 


their deaths on railways. It is by far more dangerous to walk in the 
streets of Paris than to travel on the French railways, for, according 
to official returns, the number of yearly deaths in the Paris streets is 
from 460 to 480, whilst the maximum of deaths on French railways 
was 56. If (says Baron Reden) we take the Berlin Anhalt Railway 
by way of example, we find that in 1844, on every 10 miles of railway 
(46 English), the number of persons conveyed was 430,000. "Го 
take a similar number of persons to the same distance by the Schnell- 
post or mail coach (ten there and ten back daily), 118 years would 
have been requisite; and as, according to the average number of 
accidents on railways in Germany, there was only one death on 45 
miles (207 English miles) of railway, the mail coach would have to 
run for 472 years without causing the death of a passenger to make 
good the assertion, that there is not more danger in stage coach tra- 
velling than on railways, Experience has proved that there are two 
principal reasons for the greater or lesser amount of railway acci- 
dents, viz. the statutes, regulations, and management of the railway 
system, and then also the individual character of the people.

WRECK OF THE шиш оог OF INVERNESS.—FIVE LIVES 
OST. 


We regret to announce the total wreck of the fine ship Deemster, 
belonging to Mr. James Mason, Inverness. Both vessel and cargo 
have perished, and this misfortune has been accompanied by the still 
heavier and more lamentable one of the loss of five lives — those of 
the master, carpenter, two seamen, and а passénger. On the 7th of 
September the Deemster left Quebec, having on board a cargo of 
timber and about forty-four barrels of flour. The voyage down the 
river, and through the Gulf of St. Lawrence was favourable, and on 
the 9th the vessel was on the eastern part of the Great Bank of New- 
foundiand, in latitude 46 deg. north, and long. 50 deg. 46 min. west. 
The weather then changed, violent squalls and drizzling rain set in, 
and about eight o’clock in the evening it blew from the westward 
with increasing violence. About nine o’clock the ship gave a heavy 
and sudden lurch, and the water rushed in. Тһе mate says, “J 
immediately went on deck, and ordered the foretopmast staysail to 
be cleared for setting; in the meantime the rest of us got up the 
trysail of the ship, put the helm hard up, in order to get her on the 
other tack, and desired the carpenter to stand by the mainmast to cut 
it if she would not wear with it. But while I was setting the fore- 
topmast staysail, the ship gave a heavy roll and went on her beam- 
ends. I then went aft to the windward main-chains, and commenced 
to cut the lanyards of the rigging; before I had succeeded far she 
uprighted ; both masts were gone, and everything off the decks ex- 
cept the long boat and some water-casks. On mustering the crew 
the master, carpenter, two seamen, and one passenger were missing.” 
The mate then endeavoured to save the master’s papers, but this was 
found impossible, the cabin being full of water. The sea still rolled 
heavily, but the men contrived to secure themselves for the night. 
Sunday, the 20th, was more moderate, and the crew commenced to 
disentangle the wreck from the ship, and launch the long boat, in- 
tending to make the latter fast at a certain distance from the ship, to 
be used in saving their lives should the vessel break up. Unfortu- 
nately, however, after they had got a few things in the long-boat, a 
sea struck and drove it against the mainyard that was hanging on 
the ship’s side, and thus bilged the boat. During the whole day the 
sea continued to break over the deck, rendering their position very 
perilous. On the 21st the weather cleared, with light winds, and the 
crew contrived to steer to the southward. Next day two vessels came 
in sight, but the nearest was fifteen miles distant. To their inex- 
pressible joy, however, they observed that one of the vessels was 
bearing down upon them, and at five o'clock in the afternoon a boat 
from the ship Saxon, with the master, came alongside, and received 
them in the boat. ‘The master treated the unfortunate seamen with 
the utmost kindness, and administered relief to such of them as were 
sick and ill from the fatigues and sufferings they had experienced, 
On the 9th of October they arrived safely at Quebec.

There are few localities in the British islands so rich in picturesque scenery, 
historical associations, and monumental remains as the valley of the Blackwater; 
and there is probably none possessing an equal variety of attractions for the 
geologist, the artist, the antiquarian, and the political economist. Difficulty of 
access, arising not from natural obstacles, but from want of conveyance, long 
secluded its beauties from all but such ardent tourists as could dispense with the 
means and appliances of modern travel, who did not reject the clumsy market- 
boat because it wanted the luxuries of the trim steamer, and who could trust to 
their own legs, relieved by an occasional “lift” оп an Irish car, over by-roads 
and bridle-paths which had never experienced the improvements of M‘Adam. 
The exertion made to open this beautiful valley by roads along its sides and bya 
regular system of river navigation have directed a large share of public attention 
to its varied attractions. The summer tourists who come to explore this new 
region of picturesque landscape and mediaeval history; the speculative tra-

The river Blackwater (in Irish, Awin Dubh) is generally Awenmore or Avon- 
more, that is, “(һе Broad-water,”’ by the native Irish. Spenser, however, in his 
Faery Queen, mentions it by a name which comes very near the Irish of its 
present appellation —

The tendency of the present age is so eminently practical, that we 
may hope each year to see a still increasing number of students busy 
with those branches of knowledge which, whilst they expand the 
mind, have also a direct usefulness and a profitable influence upon 
the every day affairs of life. Many a brilliant intellect has been 
wasted upon the idle fallacies, the senseless jargon, and false dogmas 
which have from time to time engaged the learned and occupied the 
thoughts of the schools.. Butthe time of such follies are passing away, 
and hence the increased amount of attention paid to those branches of 
knowledge, in which information is based upon examination and expe- 
riment, and the fruits of improvement manifest themselves in increased 
wealth to the community, and increased individual enjoyment. Thus 
it is that chemistry and geology and botany now find so many vó- 
taries, and deserve so many more, for has not Liebig shown the value 
of the laboratory to the agriculturist, and have not the geologists 
explained a thousand difficulties that perplexed our forefathers? 


been plausibly conjectured that the first name has refer- 
ence to the darkness of the waters in the upper course of 
the river, and thatthe latter name is descriptive of the 
widening of the stream as it approaches the sea. 

I know nothing superior to the prospect enjoyed from 

the casemented projecting window of the tapestried cham- 
ber in Lismore Castle. It looks. on the river, flowing 
several hundred feet beneath, gliding in its onward course 
under the graceful bridge, and watering a rich and verdant 
valley. The hills do not contract the falr meadow inches 
which display the hue of the 
emerald in their green banks. 
Clumps of trees afford shelter 
and shade to flocks and herds. 
There are vistas presented to 
the sight, and high mountains 
peep from the lateral glens, 
through which the tributary 
streamlets from the hills pour 
into the Blackwater, 
Inglis says, “ Nothing can exceed іп richness and beauty 
the view from the bridge, when at evening the deep woods, 
and the grey castle, and the still river, are left in shade, 
while the sun, streaming up the valley, gilds all the soft 
slopes and knolls that lie opposite ; the bridge ; the castle, 
grey and massive, with its ruined and ivy-grown towers; 
and the beautiful tapering spire of the church; all combine 
to form a scene we gaze on with pleasure, and turn away 
from with regret.” 

There are numerous weirs on this part of the river—no 
fewer than forty-two salmon weirs between Youghal and 
Lismore; one under the castle is very productive: the 
fishing is rented from the duke by Mr. Foley, at 7002. a year. 
In the work on Ireland, by Mr. aud Mrs. Hall, we find,“ If 
the river in the neighbourhood of Lismore were free, we 
doubt if there be any place in the United Kingdom that 
would promise so ample a recompense to the votaries of the 
gentle craft; and we presume to hint, that so great would 
be the consequent influx of visiters to this beautiful town, 
that a far greater revenue would arise to the duke than that 
which he derives from the rental of the weir.

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The necessities of Spenser being represented to Elizabeth, 
a pension of 50/. a year from the royal purse was settled on 
the poet, and in 1586, the forfeited estates of the Earl of 
Desmond, extending 160 miles in the south of Ireland, en- 
abled the undertakers of the period to provide for their 
friends.

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habitants. It teaches (һе power and the beneflcence of the Creator 
by means of its marvellous works. And then for its practical results 
we have the improvement of agriculture; the discrimination of the 
value of soils by the plants they produce ; the increase of the number 
of medicinal remedies, and the perfection of that charm of human 
existence — a garden. In country or in town; at home or abroad; 
by the humblest cottage, or in the proudest conservatory, an acquain- 
ance with Botany affords means of gratification and opportunities for 
extending knowledge. Thus ina walk out of town the wild plants 
will indicate the character of the soil they growin. Let us take a 


few instances. 

Agrimonia Eupatoria (Agrimony) elects a dry sandy soil. Aspargia hispida 
(rough dandelion) dry barren pastures. Bellis perennis (common daisy) grows 
on lands of a medium quality, as well as on barren lands. In the best pastures it 
is prevented from appearing, because of the best and more powertul grasses 
usurping its place. Betonica officinalis (wood betony) woods and shady places. 
Campanula glomerata (clustered bell-flower, Canterbury bells) elevated chalk 
pastures. Campanula rotundifolia (heath bell-flower) heaths, dry barren 
pastures. Carduus acanthoides and others of the same tribe (prickliest thistle) 
cornfields, banks, amongst rubbish, Carex ргасох (early flowering rush) wet 
heaths and poor meadows. Carex. pulicaris and others of the same tribe, in- 
cluding the famous carnation grass so much disliked Бу farmers (flea rush, flea 
sedge) boggy meadows and wet elevated places. Centaurea Calcitrapa (star 
knapweed, blue bottle, and star thistle) barren meadows. Chenopodium album 
(white goosefoot) injurious weed. Chrysanthemum leucathemum (common 
ox-eye or greater daisy, moon flower) dry pastures and walls. Chrysanthemum 
segetum (corn marygold, or yellow ox-eye, goulans) sandy soil. Cnicus arvensis 
(creeping plume or cursed thistle)‘injurious weed. Cnicus palustris (marsh 
plume thistle) wet clayey pastures. Crepis tectorum (smooth hawksbeard) 
walls, roofs, pastures. 3 

More need not be said upon the claims of botany; but we must 
speak of a book which reduced these observations. It is a novelty of 
the very best class—an improvement upon similar works which went 
before it— and combines the two requisites for success — completeness 
of detail and beauty of appearance. It is entitled “The Vegetable 
Kingdom,” and forms a thick octavo volume well illustrated by 
glyphography, an art well adapted for the delineation of natural 
objects, animal as well as vegetable. ‘The author is Dr. Lindley, a 
gentleman well known as а Professor of Botany at University 
College and at the “ Physic Garden,” Chelsea. An extract from his 
introduction will give an ійеа of the character of this his latest and 


best work. 

This work originated in a desire, on the part of the author, to make his 
countrymen acquainted with the progress of Systematical Botany abroad, during 
the previous quarter of a century. When it first appeared the science was so 
little studied that the very names of some of the best writers on the subject were 
unfamiliar to English ears. In our own language there was nothing whatever ; 
and the natural system of arranging plants, although occasionally mentioned as 
а something extremely interesting, was currently regarded as the fond specu- 
lation of a few men with more enthusiasm than sound judgment ; and this, too, 
was the opinion expressed by persons who stood at the head of English botany 
in the estimation of many British naturalists. The author had himself severely 
experienced the want of some guide to this branch of natural history, and he felt 
anxious to relieve others from the inconvenience which he had encountered ; 
the more especially after he had undertaken the responsibility of filling the bo- 
tanical chair in the then London University. At that time, too, there was 
nothing of foreign origin which could be advantageously consulted ; for Bart- 
ling’s Ordines had not reached England, Perleb’s Lehrbuch was unknown, and 
both it and Agardh’s Classes were of too slight a texture to be generally useful 
to any except botanists themselves. The importance of the natural system іп а 
practical country like Great Britain was too manifest to Jeave any doubt in the 
mind of the author that the good sense of his countrymen would lead to its uni- 
versal reception when once placed within their reach. Nor has he been dis- 
appointed. Fifteen years have sufficed to render the once popular, but super- 
ficial and useless, system of Linnzus а mere matter of history. Fuit Ilium.

for with greater eagerness by the crippled veterans of the Military 
Hospital than was the official publication of last Tuesday. lt 
is along document, fraught with interest to both services. Whilst 
490 officers of the army, including captains to the rank of major, 
have been advanced one step Іп rank, only 243 officers in the navy, 
including clerks to the rank of paymaster and purser, have been 
promoted ; and even including the 58 captains promoted to be 
retired rear-admirals, the number of naval officers promoted is a 
few more than half of that promoted in the army, aswill be seen 
by comparison. The following will show the numbers promoted 
Nov. 9. 1846 : — 

Admiral of the fleet, 1; vice-admirals to be admirals, 4; rear-ad- 
mirals to be vice-admirals, 14; captains to be rear-admirals, 20 ; 
commanders to be captains, 44; lieutenants to be commanders, 80; 
mates to be lieutenants, 20; second masters to be masters, 20; as- 
sistant-surgeons to be surgeons, 20; clerks to be paymasters’ pur- 
sers, 20. 

We perceive that another admiral of the fleet is added to the list, 
the veteran Sir George Martin, G. C. B., G.C. M. G., a knight of the 
order of St. Januarius, and the vice-admiral of the United King- 
dom, who was made a lieutenant in 1780; captain, in 1783; rear- 
admiral, 1805; vice-admiral, 1810; admiral, 1821; whose brilliant 
services form no small portiou of the history of the war from 1778 to 
1812, in which Keppel, Byron, Rodney, St. Vincent, Nelson, and 
Calder were his commanders, when he in turn hoisted his flag. and 
as commander-in-chief directed the operations of fleets and squadrons 
until the peace of 1812. From want of space, we must роѕіропе the 
epitome of his gallant services, and only now mention that he holds 
a medal for the battle of St. Vincent, as does also the senior admiral 
of the fleet, Sir James Hawkins Whitshed, Bart. 

490 officers of the army have been promoted :—

The promotion of the three senior generals increases the list of 
field-marshals to nine, viz.:—The Duke of Wellington, the King of 
Hanover, the Duke of Cambridge, the King of the Belgians, the 
Marquis of Anglesey, master-general of the ordnance; Prince 
Albert, the King of the Netherlands, Sir George Nugent, Thomas 
Grosvenor. 

Sir George Nugent entered the army in July, 1773, consequently 
he has been an officer 73 years ; Thomas Grosvenor, colonel of the 
65th foot, has been in the army 65 years. Sir George Cockburn is 
now the senior general. Sir Martin Hunter, the ninth general on 
the list, is the oldest officer in the army, having entered it more than 
75 years since. 

The senior lieutenant-gencral on the list now is Sir Henry Sheehy 
Keating, K.C B. He entered the army in 1793, and became 
lieutenant-colonel in 1804. Sir Peregrine Maitland, promoted toa 
general, is governor and commander-in-chief at the Cape, and is to 
be succeeded by Sir Henry Pottinger. 

The senior major-general now on the list is Henry D’Oyly, who 
entered the army іп 1797, and became lieutenant-colonel in 1813. 
Of those promoted, the Hon. E. Р. Lygon is inspecting-general of 
cavalry, Sir C. J. Napier is governor of Ѕсіпае, Sir John Harvey is 

overnor of Newfoundland, Sir George Scovell is governor of the 

Royal Military College, Sir Neil Douglas is governor of Edinburgh 
Castle. the Marquis of Tweeddale, governor and commander-in- chief 
at Madras; Sir УУ. М. Gomm, governor and commander-in-chief of 
the Mauritius; Sir Thomas Downman, commandant at Woolwich. 

The Brevet has caused the following commands in this garrison to 
become vacant, by the promotion of the cfficers holding them :— 
The lieutenant- governorship of the town, and the command of the 
south-west district, by the promotion to lieutenant-general of the 
Honourable Sir H. Pakenham; and the command of the Royal En- 
gineers here, and the commandantship of the Royal Marines of this 
division, by the promotion of Colonels Carden and Jones.

IMPORTATION OF FOREIGN PRODUCE.

The docks at Liverpool at present exhibit a busy scene. Daily 
are fresh arrivals reported of American vessels laden with corn and 
flour, and already has the influence of such an influx of provisions 
registered an effect upon the prices of bread, which at the commence- 
ment of the week threatened to increase so fast. The markets of 
the United States have served us in good turn in the emergency of 
famine which seemed to be overtaking the population of Ireland. 
The sudden demand has certainly raised the prices of flour a few 
cents per barrel, but even this will subside, as the pressure of cus- 
tomers’ orders works itself off. Thousands of tons in weight of 
American provisions are weekly discharged in Liverpool, and thou- 
sands more аге on their way, a telling return in favour of the recent 
corn trade measures, and of the wisdoin that dictated such л means of 
obviating the effects of a famine, too surely prognosticated. Some 
idea of the trade that has sprung up in consequence between the 
United States and the mother country may be gathered from the 
statistical account of the aggregate receipts of flour, wheat, barley, 
and corn received at tide water from the commencement of the navi- 
gation іп 1845 and 1846 to and including the 24. week in October: —

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HURRICANE AT HAVANNAH. 
(See page 812.) 

In our latest edition of last week, we gave particulars of a terrible 
disaster, which we now illustrate. On Sunday, the 11th of October, 
Havannah was visited by the most violent hurricane ever remem- 
bered by the oldest inhabitant. The damage to the shipping lying 
in that beautifully land-locked harbour proved most disastrous. 
Scarcely a vessel escaped, many sunk, and out of at least 120 sail, the 
Spanish brig-of-war Habanero, the royal mail steam-ship Thames, 
the English brig William Rushton, and two or three others, at the 
termination of the gale, were the only vessels riding in safety. Тһе 
shears at the navy yard were blown down, the wharves torn down апа 
much injured, and covered with wrecked property. The city suffered 
comparatively little, but the suburbs, especially the Cerro, Horrcon, 
Colon, and бап Sazaro very severely, In Kegla the damage done 
was frightful; from the ruins of one house werg dug eleven corpses, 
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The total number of lives lost could not be known, but many must 
be drowned. The theatre Tacon was much injured; the opera-house 
is in ruins. At the height of the gale, the barometer was down to 
97.70. Іп the hurricane of 1844 it was 28.42. The following are 
extracts from Jetters received by a mercantile house in this town, 
describing the destructive results of the storm : — 


Havanna, 12th October, 1846. — When writing to you on the 10th inst., by this 
packet, you will observe that I had a presentiment that we were about to be 
visited by a hurricane, and, strange to say, such has actually taken place. On 
Saturday night, about ten o’clock, it began to blow hard, with heavy rain, from 
the northeast, which continued until about four o’clock on the morning of 
Sunday (yesterday), when the gale increased to a most fearful hurricane, which 
continued till about twelve o’clock on Sunday. The sailors say it only formed а 
half-circle, from north-east to south-west. Тһе destruction has proved most 
disastrous, both ashore and afloat, both of property and lite. The effects of it at 
sea must be truly appalling. Out of upwards of seventy merchant vessels in 
port, five or six only have escaped damage or total loss. The Thames, which 
was to have sailed yesterday morning, could not go out, and is detained until 
this evening,in order to take the extra correspondence, which enables me to 
give you a hurried glance at what has taken place within the last few hours. 
Nearly all the vessels for Europe were laden and ready for sea. ‘They were 
only waiting for clean bills of health. The Spanish vessels of war and steamers, 
of all sizes, in harbour, four or five of them, excepting the Marie, are destroyed. 
So are all the Regla steamers; and of the Matanz boats only the Almendares 
escaped, and she can only be made seaworthy at an immense expense. 

We had three French vessels of war in port, and a steamer, Vice-Admiral La 
Place, with a very fine frigate in command, I believe bound for Vera Cruz. 
They are all on shore near the end of the bay, with loss of masts, and without 
any prospect of getting any of them off but the frigate. The steamer is dis- 
masted, with her stern stove in, and one of the corvettes, it is said, has lost half 
of her men, drowned and killed by the falling of the masts. The Nudara, from 
New York, which came in rather late on Saturday evening, drove from her an- 
chors and got on shore between the Puntagate and the Curtal (barracks), oppo- 
site to Don Juan Montalvo. Мг. and Mrs. С. and family were on board. They 
were landed yesterday, in safety, by means of ropes thrown over the wall. The 
vessel will be a total joss. All the shipping at the wharf is in а bad state; every 
vessel damaged, and some sunk. I regret to say that the William Murray is dis- 
masted; the Patriot Minin is on the Regla Shoal, in four feet water; and the 
William Rushton has escaped most miraculously, without any loss or damage 
whatsoever. The Patriot Minin has only her foremast standing, and her stern is 
stove in, and it is a question whether she can be got off or not. It is melancholy 
to look at the harbour, and see here and there the masts of those that have gone 
down; standing out of the water. Government boats, coasters, and small boats 
(guadaners) are all destroyed. Many houses are blown down, two very near to 
us. ‘he porter doorkeeper of one of them was killed, and the accidents and loss 
of life, on shore as well as afloat, must be most awful. We do not yet know the 
extent of it. The gasworks have suffered most severely, so much so that the 
city will be in darkness for a considerable time. Most of the lamps are broken, 
and the trees in our beautiful Gaseo and Plaza de Armas are level with the 
ground. The Italian opera-house is in ruins. We were up very early yesterday 
morning, occupied in securing the doors and windows, in order to keep out the 
rain, which fell in torrents, literally, as if the heavens had opened to drown us. 
The hurricane of 1844 was nothing compared to this. 
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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Mutiny ім А Mercuant Vessen.—The Ann, a merchant vessel, 
belonging to the port of London, the property of Captain Saunders, 
left the West India Docks on Wednesday, laden with a cargo valued 
at 16,0001. She reached the Nore on Friday morning, when five of 
the crew exhibited symptoms of insubordination, and refused to pro- 
ceed further on the voyage, the latter knocking down the mate and 
attempting to throw him overboard, but was prevented by the pilot. 
In this dilemma, the vessel was compelled to employ a steam-vessel 
to tow them into Sheerness, in order to obtain the protection of the 
port-admiral; and a communication having been made to Captain 
Gould, Lieutenant Tribe was dispatched on board the Ann, and 
Howard was taken to the guard-ship. On Saturday the case was in- 
vestigated before the mayor and magistrates at the guildhall, Roches- 
ter, the vessel having come within their jurisdiction, when the de- 
fendants acknowledged refusing to work the vessel, aud alleged as 
their reason for so doing that they had not sufficient accommodation, 
neither was there a sufficient number of hands for the purpose. Both 
these allegations were disproved, and the four first-named delinquents 
were committed to Maidstone gaol, with hard labour, for thirty days, 
and the fifth was fined 5l. for the assault on the mate, and in default 
committed for two months to the same abode. 

ALARMING Fire near THE Recenr’s Park.—On Tuesday even- 
ing, between the hours of seven and eight o’clock, a fire of a very 
alarming nature broke out in the private residence, belongirg to 
Mrs. Needham, Хо. 12. Stanhope Street, Park Place, Regent's 
Park. Upon making an examination, it was ascertained that the 
two-pair Баск-тоот was in flames. An attempt was made to confine 
the flames to that room, but those so engaged were soon obliged to 
abandon the place; and the fire having travelled through the roof, 
the flames rose to an alarming height. Information having been 
despatched, several engines from Wells Street, Crown Street, High 
Holborn, King Street, and Baker Street, arrived. Unfortunately, 
however, the firemen had to wait upwards of twenty minutes before 
any water could be procured from the mains; meanwhile the fire 
continued to descend the staircase and through the flooring into the 
rooms beneath. Water having at length been obtained, the engines 
were immediately set to work, and being worked by the firemen and 
a strong muster of soldiers from the Albany Street barracks, the 
flames were by nine o'clock entirely extinguished. Mrs. Needham 
was insured in the County Office. The origin of the fire could not 
be ascertained. 

Ассіремт ON THE BirmincHam амп Dersy Rattway. — Оп 
Saturday an accident occurred on the above railway, near Burtcn-on- 
Trent. ` At the spot where this casualty took place the line crosses a 
canal by means of a swing bridge, and as the train to Birmingham 
approached it, a barge was passing along. Before the bridge could 
be turned to its proper position, the train was up, and the engine 
dashed across the canal, and imbedded itself on the opposite bank, 
the tender being dragged along with it. The engineer and stoker 
jumped off, and escaped unhurt, but the guard sustained serious inju- 
ries. A second-class carriage next the tender was smashed to atoms; 
fortunately it did not contain passengers, and the other carriages es- 
caped with a violent concussion, which alarmed the passengers, but 
not one sustained any injury. A messenger was sent fifty yards 
down the line, to warn the engine-driver of the danger, but although 
the engine was instantly reversed, and the breaks put on, the attempt 
to stop the train was ineffectual. ‘The other trains were delayed for 
several hours. 

Serious Rarpway Accipent.—On Saturday night last ап acci- 
dent of adreadful character took place on the Lancaster and Carlisle 
Railway, near Kendal, which is likely to terminate in fatal conse- 
quences, and by which valuable property has been destroyed. А 
party of sub-contractors and other persons engaged on the line de- 
cided on having a pleasure trip to Shap, a distance of about sixteen 
miles, to celebrate the completion so far of the railway, and for that 
purpose they procured two engines, and started at an early hour in 
the day. On returning, one of the engines preceded the other for a 
considerable distance, and arrived at its destination sooner, and was 
incautiously left standing on the rails іп the direct path of the one 
which was behind; the consequence was, that a collision ensued, 
which dashed the former engine to pieces, and dreadfully injured 
those parties who were being conveyed on the latter, they being 
thrown off in all directions. 

DEATH FROM Юкохкехмеѕ5. — Оп Tuesday morning, a: young 
man named Thomas Roberts, in the service of Mr. Wheatley, coach 
proprietor, at Greenwich. met his death under reckless circumstances. 
The deceased and several shopmates had been to a supper, and whilst 
on the way home, a little elevated, two of them stopped to speak be- 
fore they separated. At the moment, a light chaise cart, containing 
two individuals, passed by at a rapid speed towards town, and before 
either could reach the footpath, they were knocked down by the cart, 
which the driver did not stop, but continued to drive at the same 
rapid speed until out of sight. Тһе man Roberts was insensible, 
and was carried to the nearest surgeon’s, where it was ascertained 
that he had received a fracture of the base of the skull. He was 
conveyed to Guy’s Hospital, where he expired in a few hours. The 
other man is going on favourably. 

Burerary АТ A Tea Dearen’s.— On Tuesday. afternoon in- 
formation was received at the metropolitan police stations that the 
warehouse of Mr. Walker, tea dealer and grocer, at the corner of the 
London Road and St. George’s Market, Southwark, was broken 
open at an early hour on Monday morning, and that three chests of 
tea had been stolen therefrom, besides a quantity of coffee and loaf 
ак The tea was emptied out of the chests and carried away іп

ERIOUS ACCIDENT CAUSED BY A CAT, == On Monday evening the

following serious accident occurred, owing to the loss of a favourite 
cat from the apartments of the Duchess атин at Kensington 
Palace. About seven o'clock, Bartholomew Mahony, an old man, 
upwards of sixty years of age, who has for years been cowkeeper at 
the palace, while on the Palace Green, heard a cat mewing in the 
direction of the new buildings in the Queen’s Road, now formed 
through the palace gardens, and went towards the spot, believing it 
to be the lost cat, and in looking for the animal he fell into the 
space dug out for the foundation of one of the new houses. He was 
extricated by the police and carried to St. George’s Hospital, where 
it was ascertained that one of the old man’s legs was broken, and 
that he had sustained other severe injuries. 

Narrow EscarE FROM Surcine. — A determined attempt at 
Monday made bya sailor named ‘Thomas Kimber, 
belonging to the Britannia East Indiaman, whilst under the in- 
fluence of drink. From the statement of James Webb, a tradesman 
residing in Snow’s Fields, it appears that Kimber, who, together 
with his wife, resided at his house, came home late, and about half- 
past fouro’clock in the morning Webb was aroused by a loud kicking 
noise in the passage, and on going down stairs to learn the cause of 
the disturbance he found his lodger suspended by the neck with a 
rope, one end of which was fastened to the banisters. He was 
kicking and plunging about dreadfully, and his face was quite black. 
He was immediately cut down and a surgeon was sent for, and after 
bleeding and the other usual methods had been used animation was

restored, and he was taken to the Southwark Police Court. The 
prisoner, on being asked why he attempted so rash an act, replied 


that he had received his advance note from the shipowners on the 
previous morning, and having got it cashed he was spending it 
somewhat freely when'he fell in with a female, whom he accompanied 
to a house in Tooley Street, where he had more drink, and he be- 
lieved she must have put some deleterious drug in it to take away 
his senses, as when he got home he thought he could not do better 
than hang himself, which he accordingly did. He still remains in 
custedy, in order to enable the police officers to learn more con- 
cerning his late and present state of mind, 

SEDUCTION, DESERTION, AND SUICIDE. — BRADFORD, Monpay. — 
A case of a most deplorable and heartless character, which has occu- 
pied the attention of a coroner’s jury for several days, was brought to 
a conclusion this afternoon by Mr. Jewison, the borough coroner, at 
the Wharf Hotel. The circumstances are briefly told. Between 
six and seven o'clock on Sunday evening last an infant, carefully 
wrapped up in a shawl, was found lying upon the banks of the canal. 
The foundling was immediately taken to the Court House, and 
hence transferred to the governor of the workhouse. The suspicion 
being entertained that the mother of the child was drowned, the 
canal was searched earlv the following morning, and the body of a 
young‘woman named Elizabeth Smith was found. The deceased 
was a native of Darlington, and worked at one of the factories in the 
town. A young man named Ellis had paid his addresses to the de- 
ceased, who was about nineteen years of age, and the foundling re- 
ferred to was the result of their intimacy. He refused, however, to 
marry her, and in consequence an information, with a view of afli- 
liating the offspring, was obtained and served upon him, and would 
have been disposed of on Saturday. Ellis had become acquainted 
with another young woman, also a factory girl, residing in lodgings 
in Wellington Street, and on Sunday the deceased saw them together. 
Subsequently deceased and Ellis met, but what transpired between 
them it is impossible to say, for nothing was seen of the deceased 
afterwards until her body was got out of the canal. The prisoner 
was present during the inquest, and conducted himself in a manner 
to create the utmost indignation of those present. The jury, unable 
to obtain any further evidence, returned an open verdict, “ That the 
deceased was found drowned, but how she came into the water there 
was no evidence to show.” The prisoner has since been discharged. 
On his leaving the court he was met by a large mob, who, but for 
the interference of the police, would have inflicted on him severe 
punishment. 

Loss оғ Lire on тне River.—On Wednesday afternoon, about 
four o'clock, a boat on the river opposite the Thames Tunnel steam- 
boat pier, in which were three youths named George Somers, Wil- 
liam Hawkins, and Edward Brotherson, ran foul of a heavily laden 
coal barge, and was instantly capsized. The watermen succeeded in 
recovering Somers and Hawkins, but their unfortunate companion, 
Brotherson, sunk and disappeared almost directly after the accident. 

Atarming Fire at Вепмомрѕеү. -- Оп Wednesday night, be- 
tween eleven and twelve o'clock, a fire that did considerable damage, 
broke out in the patent leather factory, belonging to Messrs. Colli- 
son and Co., Star Corner, Bermondsey. Had it not been for the 
timely discovery, it is ‘quite probable that the entire factory would 
have fallen a prey to the fury of the flames. 

Stor-work anp Destirution.—On Wednesday Mr. Baker held 
an inquest at the Duke of Wellington, Limehouse Fields, on the 
body of Julia Fitzgerald, aged sixteen years. The body lay in 8 
small back room at No. 17. George Street. The room presented 
bare walls, no furniture but а single chair, and a few broken articles 
of crockery. It appeared, by the evidence, that the mother of de- 
ceased, a widow, and two other children, obtained their living by 
making slop waistcoats, and were in great distress. Not being able 
to pay 12s. 6d. for five weeks’ rent, the landlord distrained ; on which 
occasion the son and two married daughters of the landlord beat the 
deceased, saying, You ——, take that.” She subsequently fainted. 
Mr. Horton, surgeon, said he had attended deceased. She died from 
pleurisy, which might have been accelerated by violence. Тһе co- 
roner said the case assumed a serious aspect, and adjourned the 
inquiry. 

Етке causep ву Lucirer Matcurs.—On Wednesday forenoon, 
a fire, caused Бу children playing with lucifer matches, broke out 19 
the first floor of the premises occupied by Mrs. Hood, Union Streets 
Somers Town. Тһе cries of the children brought up Mr. Flindells 
the landlord of the house, who succeeded in saving them from being 
burnt to death.

The Fall of Napoleon. By Lieut.-Colonel. Mitchell. 


Edition. 3 vols. Nickisson. 


Colonel Mitchell has long been known as one of the most talented 
contributors to “ Fraser's Magazine” іп its best days, and as the au- 
thor of a Life of Wallenstein, in which the character of that great 
warrior was sketched with sagacity, power, and historical truth. He 
is a biographer worthy of the hero who has Schiller for a poet. With 
a soldier's daring, Col. Mitchell has now chosen a still loftier theme. 
He essays to convict the world of one of its great errors; to pull 
down one of the false idols of our times; and from beneath the gew- 
gaw tinsel in which flatterers have clothed the demi-god draw forth 
the mannikin who has been the subject of adulation. АП France, 
and thousands in other countries of Europe, not only have worshipped, 
but still do worship, Napoleon as one of the greatest men the world 
ever saw. Asa warrior, he is, with them, the peer of Casar and of 
Alexander ; as a patriot, the equal of Washington; as a legislator, 
the parent of all that is profound, acute, and practical. His statue 
haunts every collection, and his portrait glares from every port- 
folio. "Тһе world has been Napoleon-mzad, when lo! а British 
officer, why has changed the sword for the peu, employs his honour- 
able leisure by an examination of the historical evidence, upon which 
alone a faithtul opinion of Bonaparte’s character can be formed. 
The result is curious and most interesting, but just what a philoso- 
pher would have predicted. ‘I'he hero, upon close examination, 
sinks into his proper proportions, and we behold the strange series of 
circumstances which lifted the lieutenant of artillery to the throne of 
France, without any assistance from that supernatural mental ma- 
chinery by which his admirers are wont to account for Napoleon’s 
extraordinary elevation. The book which tells all this is as amusing 
as a novel, whilst it teaches a fine moral, interwoven with valuable 
historical facts. 


Tales for Young People. By Agnes Loudon. 
„Mrs. Loudon. 


This little volume is the production, we believe, of a very young 
lady, a fact which would not certainly be perceived from the con- 
tents of this her first published work. It is edited by her mother, 
Mrs. Loudon, who contributes three little stories at the end of the 
volume, all of them possessing more/or less, historical interest ; 
but it is the first part of this story book that we would particularly 
notice. It is written with good sense and good taste. ‘The tales 
progress in interest, the two first bearing evidence of a “’prentice 
hand,” while those which follow have much more character, and 
show a great deal of imaginative power for опе so young. “The 
Dog's Country Party” is а story of French canine life, the 
characters introduced being visitors at the chateau of Madame Duval, 
along with their masters and mistresses; and who amuse the re- 
sident dogs by each recounting his past history. ‘The style is easy 
and the incidents very amusing, while the autobiographies are so 
varied that the attention of the reader is pleasantly kept awake. The 
description of the dogs, we are told in the preface, is from life, Miss 
Loudon having become acquainted with her fourfooted heroes and 
heroines last year while on a visit to France. ‘The history of Don 
Juan is particularly happy, he being a kind of swaggering, dissi- 
pated dog, who had been at one time led away by a passicn for the 
stage, and who on getting a favourable introduction to a manager 
had entirely lost himself through his most intense self-conceit, which 
would not allow him to condescend to the drudgery of practice or 
rehearsal, thinking he could quite take his audience by storm, Tne 
result is his utter failure on his first’ appearance, апа he is only 
rescued from the depths of despair by the manager, who kindly 
points out to him his error and its remedy. Of course the humbled 
artiste betakes himself to study, and becomes the first dog of his day. 
This little story is full of point, and we heartily recommend the 
book to our young friends, hinting to them to suggest to their papas

He would probably 
have succeeded, but for the resistance of a woman, the widow 
of the late keeper of the castle, who, with the obstinacy of 
her sex, refused to surrender. The Count de la Perche, 
ashamed of being beaten by one of the gentler sex, con- 
tinued the attack, and refusing to quit the town, found him- 
self involved in a series of street rows of the most alarming 
character.

ANTIQUARIAN RESEARCH,

А “SLOW COACH” OF ANTIQUITY. 


Edgitha having observed that the regal diadem was looked upon as a target, at 
which any one might take the liberty to aim, preferred the comfortable hood of 
the nun—for she was the inmate of a monastery —to the 
jewelled cap of royalty. The crown was accordingly placed 
by Dunstan, at Easter, A.D. 979, on the weak head of Ethel- 
red; and it is said that the monk was in such a fit of ill-tem- 
per at the coronation, that he muttered some frightful male- 
dictions against the boy-king, while in the very act of 
crowning him.

CANUTE’S CELEBRATED REPROOF. 


Onejday, when in the plenitude of his power, he caused the 
throne to be removed from the throne room and erected, 
during low tide, on the sea shore. Having taken his seat, 
surrounded by his courtiers, he issued a proclamation to the 
ocean, forbidding it to rise, and commanding it not, on any 
account, to leave its bed until his permission for it to get up 
was graciously awarded. Тһе courtiers backed the royal 
edict, and encouraged with the grossest adulation this first 
great practical attempt to prove that Britannia rules the 
waves. Such a rule, however, was soon proved to be nothing 
better than a rule nisi, which it is impossible to make abso- 
lute when opposed by Neptune’s irresistible motion of course.
